The Louisville and Nashville in Ala- 
bama — Rates to Milan, Tenn.; 
Natchez, Miss., and Demopolis, Ala’ 
—The Freight’ Agents Will Reply. 


“Many of those figures you are publishing are 
perfectly correct, and still no discrimination 
exists,” said a freight agent yesterday. To points 
in Missouri we only claim to make St. Louis a rate 
which added to the rate from New York will make 
the through rate as low as the through rate via 
Chicago. long as St. Louis merchants can lay 
their goods down ata certain town forthe same 
price as Chicago they are not discriminated against. 
If we followed out that rule of mileage from St. 
Louis and Chicago St. Louis would not be selling 
goods in Wisconsin. Now, to some of those points 
which you have noticed in Northern Missouri, while 
there is an apparent discrimination against St. Louis 
when the mileage is taken into account, there is a 
real discrimination against Chicago when the 
cost of transporting the goods from the East and 
the price at which they can be id down at the 
objective point by St. Louis or Chi merchants 
is considered. The trouble is, St. Louis merchants 
do not send their drummers into that territory 
because they have reported that they could not sell 
on account of freight rates, and Chicago, with a 
real disadvantage in rates, is working the territory 
for all she is worth.” 

This is one way of looking at the question. 


. Whether ea railroad has any business to go out of 


its province and inquire into the cost of articles at 
different points in making its schedule is a subject 
for discussion. A railroad can make so much 
money on à certain haul. To local points it is 
bound to get the business anyway. Has it a right

that Chicago, 40 miles away, should have 
a less rate than St. Louis, 200 miles away, in 
order to place her on an equal footing at that par- 
ticular point? Certainly the road will make more 
money from the 200 mile haul which it is bound to 
get than from the 400 mile haul at the same rate. 
Has it any right, then, to throw money away by 
taking goods from Chicago ata less profit than it 
can get from the same shipment made from St. 
Louis? 

This answer of the railroad man is given for 
what it is worth.

A dealer in flour complained to the 
Post- Disraronꝝ of inability to do 
business in Demopolis, Alabama, his 
correspondent there writing that everything being 
equal he would prefer dealing in St. Louis, but that 
freight rates were against him The Post-Dispatou 
wrote toa wholesale grocery firm in Demopolis, 
and in reply received, under date August 15, the 
following; “Yours 138th received and noted. All 
that we can say in reply is that we are paying 
— — CENTS PER BARREL on flour

She may have 
bought Miss Neilson's prompt books and copied her 
costumes, but the feeling and grace that the dead 
actress threw into her delineations, her perfect elo- 
cution, and her mastery of the light and shade 
imparted to a representation by varied stage busi- 
ness, fitted into it with matchless art, are 
unhappily, or otherwise, not sold in shops.

A CALIFORNIA BANDIT. 


William Smith, the Nororious Stage Rob- 
ber, Again on Trial. 

San Francisco, Can, August 19.—One of the most 
notorious stage robbers on the Pacific slope is again 
on trial for one of his characteristic offenses after 
having been less than a month vutside of the Peni- 
tentiary. His name is Wm. Smith, alias C. P. Wel 
busch. Smith was convicted of rifling Wella, Fargo 
& Co.'s treasure box aboard a stage from Milton to 
Sonoma, December 29, 1881, and sentenced to San 
Quenten, but was released Saturday, having com 
pleted his sentence, less allowance for good be- 
havior. He was quickly rearrested by the United 
States Marshalon a warrant charging him with 
having robbed the mails on the same stage. On 
being arraigned in the United States District Court 
yesterday, he pleaded not guilty. His greatest 
exploit was the single-handed robbery of Wells, 
Fargo & Co's express on the stage from Sierre Val- 
ley to Truckee, June 29, 1881. While he was await- 


ing in atabush for the a light wagon contain- 
ing seven men appeared. The robber captured the 
conveyance and stood the occupants up for an hour 
and a half until the Sierra Valley stage arrived. 
This contained four passen all of whom were 
compelled to get down, except the driver, who was 
obliged to break open iat Fargo & Co's box and 
hand out the contents. hile this was going on 
two other vehicles approached andthe driver in 
each was compelled to get down and mingle with 
the other prisoners. At the close of the afternoon's 
performance Smith had thirteen men, sixteen 
horses and four vehicles under tue control of his 
double-barreled shot gun. 


A MAGNIFICENT SPECTACLE. 


The Grand Fireworks Display by Mr. Patne 
at Manhattan Beach.

New York, August 19.—There were 4,000 people 
in the fireworks pavilion at Manhattan Beach last 
night to view Paine’s magnificent spectacle, “The 
Last Days of Pompeii.”

THE RAILROAD TROUBLE, 


Strike of the Knights of Labor Fails 
to Materialiss.

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No Interruption to Traffic—What the 
Committee of the Knights Say— 
Awaiting the Action of the District 
Assemblies,

At a late hour yesterday afternoon the National 
Executive Committee of the Knights of Labor 
issued the following general order: 

“Orrick or rut G. 8. T., Sr. Louts, Mo., August 
18. 1885.—To all whom it may concern, greeting: 
Owing to the persistent fight of the Wabash Com- 
pany againstthe K of L., the General Executive 
Board deem it advisable to issue the tollowing order 
to all assemblies on the Union Pacific and its 
branches and Gould's Southwest system: To all 
assemblies on the above lines of railway: All 
Knights of Labor in the emp!oy of the Union Pacific 
and its branches and Gould's Southwest system or 
any other railroad must refuse to repair or handle 
in any manner Wahash rolling stock until further 
orders from the General Executive Board, and it 
this order is antagonized by the companies through 
any of its officials, your Executive Committee is 
hereby ordered to call out all Knights of Labor on 
the above systems without further action. 

“By order of the General Executive Board, 
“FREDERICK TURNER, 
“Grand Secretary and Treasurer.” 

As stated by the Post-Dispatcu yesterday, it was 
the intention of the committee to issue an order of 
the same genera! tenor of the above several days 
ago, and it was oniy delayed until the prevailing 
sentiment of the Knights throughout the West 
with regard to it had been ascertained. The firing of 
what was generally considered the most destructive 
thunder-bompb controlled by the committee was not 
followed by any immediate results of a very serious 
nature. The reason advanced for the lack of 
demonstrat 1 I apparent apathy among the 
Knights by members of the committee remainin 
in the city is to the effect that very few, if any, o 
the Knights will act upon their in- 
dividual responsibility, even though justified 
by the general order, and that they 
will go to work as usual this morving, preferring to 
await action of the local divisions of the General 
Assembly to wl*:h they belong. The Executive 
Committee of ‘he Wabasb, composed of Messrs. 
Russell. Cough n, Jones, Schrieber and Slater, are 
still in the city and will remain 
here for the present to receive telegrams and 
information concerning the situation ih the West 
and to advise division organizations of their future 
course. The committee has not mailed copies of 
yesterday's order to all central points yet and does 
notexpect to complete its labors io that direc- 
tion for several. days. Authority is delegated to 
local organizations by tbe order to act iode- 
— leut of the National Committee, and it is not 
ikely that any ne orders will be issued, unless 
u crisis of some uiid is prec pitated. The greatest 
danger whichis fey toarise within the next few 
days is atlarge railroad centers like Kansas City 
and Mober y. where the Knights are particularly 
strong among the yard and train men, While 
the Wabash may be able to run 
for a month or more with a 
comparatively small force in the repair shops, a 
refusal of the train aud vard men to handle or 
transfer Wabash cars will bring the mattertoa 
an issue immediately. A refusal to move freight cars 
will result in great loss to both 
the railroad company and shippers. Outside of 
trouble which may arise in that quarter, the gen- 
eral impression is thatthe voluntary lock-out on 
the part of the Knights of Labor will end in some- 
thing resembling a gigantic fizzie which m be 
instrumental in breaking up the organization, 

THE ORDER 

of Chief Arthur of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers withholding assistance and 
sympathy from the Knights was a very 
unwelcome surprise to the members of the Execu- 
tive Committee. They had counted upon very 
material heip from that quarter ang are unable to 
account for the dash of cold water which they re- 
ceived instead. One of the most important feat- 
ures connected wich the disturbance is the 
resolution attacking United States Judges 
Brewer, Treat and Krekel.

DID HE INTEND SUICIDE? 


Rev. Father Jardine Takes an Over- 
dose of Chloroform on a Train.

Kansas City, Mo., August 19.—A sensational) story 
is told by the passengers on the Missouri Pacific 
train which arrived from St. Louis this moruing 
to the effect that during last night the notorious 
Father Jardine attempted suicide in the chair car 
by taking chioroform. The conductor took the 
bottle containing the drug from Jardine, and then 
with the assistance of the brakeman walked the 
reverend gentleman back and forth through the car 
until this city was reached, when he was hustled 
into a cab and driven to his church. Jardine denies 
the trf&ith of the story and says he has not touched 
chloroform for fifteen years. The conductor insists 
that the divine had taken an overdose of 


chloroform, either by accident or design, and that 
he fought hard to retain ion of the bottle, 
and several passengers corroborate him. During 
Jardme's recent troubles it was developed that he 
was such a steady purchaser of chloroform that 
several drug stores refused longer to supply him, 
and it has long been understood that he was a 
victim of the drug. Very few people believe that 
he attempted suicids, as he is not of that dispo- 
sition, but it is generally thought that during the 
tedious ride he took more of the opiate than he 
could stand.

Stockholders,

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Objection to the Wine and Beer Privi- 
leges Of the Restaurant—A Saloon 
Attachment Bitterly Fought—Who 
Kroger Is—Prohbibitionist Wilson 
Talks, 


The question of whether beer and wine shall be 
sold in the Exposition as an addendum to the 
restaurant privileges, is just now the prime subject 
of interest with the,stockholders. When the 
privilege of running the restaurant was 
sold a few days ago for $70 a 
day to John Kroger, there was considerable 
excitement among some of the stockholders in 
reyard to the right given of selling beer and wine. 
Something of the feeling generated bas crystal- 
lized in an open protest from the St. Louis Christian 
Evangelist, the Presbyterian organ of this city, 
which in its issue of to-day says: 

Wen the Exposition was opened in September. 
1884, a of 200x80 feet was set apart on the 
first story of the Olive street front for the sale of 
beer, wine and other refreshments, and asa res- 
taurant, and a United States dramsnop license 
taken out, but as the City Collector had no author- 
ity of law to issue a license, this dramsnop was run 
without any, and contrary to law. 

It is aguin leased for the exposition season of 
1885, with the intention of continuing this dram- 
shop attachment in deflance of law and conrary to 
the primary object of the lation when the 
stock was subscribed and the city granted the use 
of its public park for a site for the building. * * 
More than two-thirds of the persous nolding stock 
are opposed ‘o this saloon appeudage to the Expo- 
sition, and yet the managemeut, in defiance of law 
and order, repeat the outrage of iast year. This 
matter needs an honest investigation and it Will 
probably be made. An exposition of lawlessness 
wil not add much to an exposition of industry aad 
art that is creditable to the city.” 

President Samuel Kennard of the Exposition-was 
seen to-day and asked about the foregoing. He 
said: “Lhad aninking of somesuch uriicie and 
am investigating tue matter from a legal stand- 
point. Just at present I would. not like to read the 
article; as I do not want to pass any opinion ou it. 

. MR. WM. O. WILSON, 
who is the president of the Prohibition Society, re- 
cently organized, isone of the most active 
opposed to the granting of any license for the 
sale of beer or wine ia the Exposition, and to a 
Post-Dispatos reporter to-day spoke as follows: 
“AS a stockuolder in the Exposition, I consider it 
my right and duty to protest agalust the proposed 
liquor privileges being extended by the Exposition

The 
land on whica the Exposition is placed is owned by 
the city, is leased to the pyposition, and there is 
not afoot of taxed property Witum tue limits of 
the block. Tne case Was submitted to City Couuselor 
Bell, who has distinctly ruled that a license can 
be granted in blocks where no one reside, 
only when the petition is signed by the requisite 
number of tax-payers. But in this case, you will 
observe, there are no tax-payers in that biock and 
the license cannot issue, and mark my words, it 
will not. Collector Sexton does not see how he can 
issue one.“ 

“Are you backed by a majority of the stock-

»Oertainly, without any question. Out of 
the 2.000 stockholders, two-thirds are opposed to 
running the Exposition as a saloon.

FORBIDDEN PASSES. 

Prosecuting-Attorney BUCKNER’s plea that 
ox-Attorney-Genoral MoInrraxz had taken 
railroad passes while serving asa member of 
the Legislature and while canvassing for the 
office of Attorney-General, bringe Mr. Me- 
INTYRE out inacard branding as groundless 
and utterly untrue any statement that he ever 
received or used a railroad pass at any time 
when he was engaged or could be engaged in 
the duties of any public office. He admita, 
however, that in the summer of 1880, more than 
twelve months after the adjournment sine die 
of the General Assembly in which be had 
served in 1879, when he was only technically a 
member and when there was only a bare possi- 
bility and no probability that said body would 
ever again we called together, he did use 
a free pass in canvassing for the nom- 
ination, which he afterwards received, to the 
office of Attorney-General. Per contra he 
claims this credit: 

Tt is also equally true that during my late term of 
office on three separate occasions free passes were 
tendered me, two ot them “annuals.” 1 declined 
to accept any of them and returned them. During 
my late canvass, which was an extended one, I 
paid my railroad fares at regular rates from the 
beginning to the ond out of my own money with- 
out a single exception, and that, too, when I hada 
pass tendered me for that purpose. During twelve 
yearz of consecutive office-holding, neither I nor 
any member of my family has ever directly or in- 
directly had, received or used a pass except as 
above stated. 

It is well that Mr. McIntyre, as an office 


holder for twelve consecutive years, has shown

In a paragraph on the decay of 
the American foreign trade in boots and shoes 
it says: * 

Thirty years ago American-made boots and shoes 
were sold in England and all over the western part 
of the continent of Europe at lewer prices and to 
greater advantage to the users than those produced 
on the soil upon which the wearers stood. This was 
all the result of the greater ingenuity of Americans 
in inveating labor-savinz machinery, and its effects 
were so marked, at the time, that the shoemaxers 


of Northampton and Norwich, which were then the 
chief shoe—-manufacturing centers of England, were 


brought to the direst distress. But the war came 


and its consequent necessary legislation,and the shoe 
industry, except for home consumption, was de- 


stroyed. To-day, in spite of all our mechanical 


genius and our acknowledged financial skill, there 


is, practically, no foreigntrade in American beots 


and shees. Why this is. or why this conditios of 
affairs should continue, is a subject which would 


repay the closest inquiry. It not only affects boots 
and shoes, but manufactured cotious—which thirty- 


five years ago successfully invaded the markets of 


Manchester—and a good many other industrial pro- 


ducts. 


This is a plain statement ofa fact. No one will 


dispute it. But immediately following this 


honest admission of one of the results of pro- 
tective taxes in a long article on the business 


situation written under the pressure of political 


necessity and for the purpose of showing how 
the Cleveland administration is responsible

If it be conceded that the judicial decisions defin- 
ing the relation of the railroads to the State are not 
all wrong, and that they do not call for a sweeping 
and complete reversal, then it must be conceded 
further that the time is at band for some sensible 
action upon the basis of that body of law. The 
principle settled by it is that the railroads are not 
private property, but property beld in trust for 
public use, and permitted to charge a reasonable 
sum for its use. Among the peculiar features of 
their creation is, firstly and chiefly, the public trust. 
It is very commonly lost sight of. Acting upon the 
not unnatural! supposition that business operations 
so vast, se influential and so profitable, must be the 
outcome of a high condition, if not an exclusive 
rank, the managers of the railways have not merely 
proceeded asa private person migkt do in the con- 
duct of his affairs, but have done what no private 
person would dare todo. They have not merely 
overlooked the fact that they were obliged by the 
law to actin all respects asthe trustee for the 
public, but they have in too many instances really 
acted to the serious damage of their trust. It has 
now been twelve years since this subject received a 
thorougk, and, upon the whole, a very judicious 
and fair consideration in this: State. The Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1878, compelled by its impor- 
tance totake it up, andto attempt its adequate 
treatment put into the fundamental law provisions 
which go to the root of the matter. If any one unac- 
quainted with the case will turn to the Constitution 
and read carefully the twelve sections in which the 
subject is treated of, he will de surprised, perhaps, 
to see with what fullness of care, and to what ex- 
tent of detail, the Constitutional Convention dealt 
with the whole subject. In the language of Judge 
Black, speaking in behalf of the public, the seven 
teenth article ‘concedes to us all the rights we ask, 
puts the flag of the Commonwealth into our Bands, 
and consecrates our warfare.” The strange fact 
remains that though the Constitution requires that 
its provisions shall be put into operation by the 
Legislature, this requirement has remained null 
and void for more thanadecade, Neither party 
has seriously attempted to perform the duty re- 
quired; both have. in fact, willingly used their 
power to prevent sucha performance. Yet the 
words of the Constitution are express: “The Gen- 
era) Assembly shall enforce by appropriate legisia- 
tion the provisions of this article.“ Nothing could 
be more distinct or more emphatic. But the Gen- 
eral Assembly has falled to regard the mandate. 
The Republican Convention of the State has de- 
clined to insert a declaration in its p&atform calling 
for this. simple performance of a plain duty. It is 
a melancholy instance of neglect ef duty, and the 
time is certainly near at hand when neglect will no 
longer be tolerable. Taking the case of Pennsyl- 
vania, siuiply, it is plain that the adjustment of the 
relations of the rallreads and the public must be 
made on the basis of the constitutional require-

The Coroner's Verdict. 

Dr. J. C. Nidelet this morning made a post- 
mortem examination on the body of the victim and 
rendered the following report: Upon viewing 
the body I noticed it congested; also three shot 
wounds, one midway between the elbow and right 
shoulder joints, ball entering the. biceps muscle, 
ranging upwards and lodged in the axilla. An- 
other entered the left of the occipital protuber 
ance, flattening and passing around to the right 
side and lying close to the skull. The third and 
fatal wound was in the left side, four inches 
below the axilla. On opening the pericardium 
I found it filled with coagulated blood 
and extracted the ball from the coagulum. I traced 
the entrance of the ball which passed into the 
chest, through the left lung, through the wall of 

ricardium and thence through the base of the 
eft ventricle, passing out at the right pulmonar 
vein, and dropping into the cavity of the pericard- 
lum. Death was caused by hemorrhage, the result 
of the gunshot wound in the heart.“

Taking all expenses into consideration, a club 
with a salary list must average good days aod bad, 
playing good dall of bad, at least 2,500 paying peo- 
ple per game to get outeven. How many cities 
can stand this? Or, rather how many do? The 
number is very small, indeed. In faci, and I say it 
upon the very best information, there are not more 
than six clubs in the League and American Associa- 
tion together this year that will pay expenses.

will lose money; the latter the most. Louisville 
and Chicago will make money, the former the most, 
for, notwithstaudiag a great many statements to 
the contrary, Louisville is a good base bali city.

lt is all the merest bosh to imagine that clubs will 
continue to run teams on a losing basis. some- 
thing must be done to change the tide, or there will 
be acollapse. There is no reason to believe that 
the average attendance will be increased much, if 
any, and there way be a decided decrease until tne 
times get better. What, then, can be done? There 
is only one thing, and that is a decided reduction of 
expenses and economy in m emeant, Tere are 
many cities that can and wul support a ciud, al- 
lowing a fair profit to the managers on a team 
whose salaries aggregate $13,000 to $20,000, but 
which cannot keep up a team whose salaries run 
from $25,000 to $30,000. The ple who give their 
time and invest their money in base ball cannot be 
expected to dot tor the fun of the thing. They 
must naturaily have some protit, or, at least, be in- 
sured against loss. or they will quit the business. 

The main expense of running a ball club is the 
players’ salaries, Can theso be reduced? Will the 
clubs demand nt? Will the players accede to it? 
These are tue questions that are more important to 
base bali now man any ober. To the first lanswer 
they can by united effort of all concerned. To the 
second there is oniy one answer. Tue clubs will de- 

and a reduction of saiaries. They must do it for 

reasons cited above. As tothe third question 
very hard to auswer. ‘That some payers have 
ugh sense to see the justice of this demand 
is no doubt, for some of them haveso ex- 
themselves to me, but will any considera- 
mber doso.

A Second Positive Denial 
of the Brooks Con- 
fession. 


The Manner in Which 1808's 
Reporter Went to Him, 
Begging for Pity. 


A Merciful Document Written Solely 
asa Personal Favor, Used Publicly 
to Bolster Up Lies—New Evidence 
Against the Murderer—An English-

It is hardly possible that Brooks will be cajoled 
into another denis l. although the effort will proba-

Just to show how rash some reporters can be and 
what fools prophets occasionally make of them- 
selves, here is a secend denial by W. H. Lennox- 
Maxwell of the interview printed in the Republican 
of August 18, with an explanation of the manner in 
which the Republican got hold of the card it so 
triumphantly prints to-day: 

To the Editer of the Post-Dispatch.

The document I yesterday gave to the 
Post-DisPaATCH was given prior tomy seeing my 
counsel, and is my own handwriting. 

W. II. L. Maxwer. 

This card, like that publisbed yesterday in the 
Post-Dispatcs, is in Maxwell's own bandwriting. 
It was given freely with the permission of his law- 
yer, who was present during the writing of the 
card aud read it carefully before handing it to the 
reporter. A fac simile of the card is giver on this 
page. The card is a second and positive denial of 
the only points contained in the Republican's 
“faked” interview—the prisoner's identity and the 
identity of Samuel N. Brooks of Sunny Bank, Hyde, 
Cheshire, England. Maxwell says now, ashe said 
— L aud has maintained to everybody, that 

declined to answer the questions put to 
him regarding bis own name and the band- 
writing of Samuel N. Brooks. The Jail 
guards who witnessed the document fac-simiied in 
to-day's Republican say they did not bear all the 
conversation between the Republican reporter and 
Maxwell, but from what they did hear they con- 
cluded that Maxwell had insisted on being properly 
represented and declared to the Republican reporter, 
as he declared to all otwers, that he had not said his 
name was Brooks and that he had not recognized 
tee ~enature of Samuel N. Brooks’ letter. The 
uni- merely witnessed Maxwell's signature to the 
document and that was all. They-say, as Maxwell 
Says in his communication tothe Post-DispartcuH to-

In spite 
of the determination he has shown 
in 2 his own confidence he 
is essentially a weak character—weak in will and 
weak in intellect—but possessing the peculiar ob- 
stinacy that frequently accompanies a weak nature 
of his type, e gives the impression of being 
false and crafty—a man who would — 
betray his best friend, and who, though undoubted- 
ly capable of committing a deed such as that of 
which he stands accused, would be certain to lose 
his presence of mind at the critical moment 
and, by some hurried and ill-considered 
act, done on the impulse of the moment, 
give the ciew to the officers of justice. 

Though strongly inclined previously to the im- 
pression that Preller was not and isnot dead, and

The Movement Looking to the 
Establishment of the Hight- 
Hour System.

Is it Needed by the Laboring Classes? 
—What Their Representatives Say 
On the Subject—The Opinions of 
Local Workmen. 


The trades and labor unions and other organi- 
zations representing the working men of the country 
are about to inaugurate a general movement look- 
ing to the reduction of the regular working day to 
eight hours and also to the increase of wages and 
the improvement of the condition of the laboring 
classes. In order to obtain the sentiment of the 
working people a Post-Dispatcs. reporter inter- 
viewed several representatives of them who are 
members of the Trades and Labor Assembly. Their 
opinions are given below: 


THE GE PLAN, 
as outlined by the National convention of the 
ee of Labor, is as follows, acco to Mr. A. 
J. Fleming, editor of the Champion: 

“The question of eight hours for a day's labor 
has been discussed time and again by the Knights 
of Labor, and at the last genera! convention it was 
decided to put the matter toa vote, Accordingly, 
a resolution was passed providing that on July 1, 
1886, all the members of the o nization would 
ours for a day's 


Knights of Labor must vote on the question on or 
betore May 1, 1886, and the returns 
must de sent in to the general head- 

uarters. So far the matter has received but 
little attention, railroad and other questions having 
interfered. It has beea tacitly understood that the 

uestion should not be argued or discussed until 
all, and not over five assemblies in the country 
have, officially, taken up the matter. No business 
has been transacted by the various assemblies of 
the Knights of Labor during the summer, except 
routine work. At present there is but one union, 
the collar makers, which has adopted the eight- 
hour law, and that has been in force with them for 
a long while 


JACOB KLEIN 
of the Pressmen‘s Union said that the matter had 
not been discussed much by the pressmen. Of 
course, eight hours’ labor met with the approba- 
tion of all workingmen, but the relations of em- 
ployer and employe must be considered, and it 
would be a grave matter to disturb them too sud- 
denly. Inconsidering the eight-hour movement 
another fact must be carefully weighed. It rests 
with the young men to bring about a successful 
issue, and the young men must be educated to such 
movements.

An Encouraging Outlook for the 
Autumn Trade. 


Business in Dry Goods On a Larger 
Scale—Views of Leading Merchants 
of New York-—Good Crops in the 
South and Heavy Buying—The Iron 
and Steel Trade Reviving.

New Ton. August 19.—Preparations are being 
made in the dry goods trade for the autumn 
business on a larger scale than for nearly two 
years.

Jaffray & Co. “The crops are good, and 
that stimulatestrade. They were good last year, 
but trade was not so good on account of the Presi- 
dential election.

After a riod of 
depression for eighteen months, business com- 
menced to improve. It is a good, healthy trade, 
but no ‘boom,’ Everything looks encouraging 60 
far as we can judge by our affaira.”

Very few come here in tne 
spring, and this change signifies more hopefulness 
ou their — Their crops are unusuaily 
good, and they have good reasun to feel encour- 
aged. I think this is in a measure appiicabie to all 
sections. The outlook of trade now is much better 
than it was a year ago, and nas shown a steady in- 
crease.

Commented one of the firm: “We 
were the first to advance prices, but other houses 
foliowed quickly enough. Trade is en a better 
piane, and there is a restoration of confidence that 
nas been lacking for some time.”
